Be it enacted by the Senate and
House of Representatives of the Unit-
ed States of Amerien in Congress as-
sembled, That any person who gerved
ninety days or more in the military
or naval service of the United States
during the Inte Civil War, or sixty
days’ in the War with Mexico, and
who has heen honorably discharged
therefrom, and who has reached the
age of sixty-two years or over, shall,
upon making proof of such facts ne-
cording to such rules and regulations
as the Secretary of the Interior may
provide, be placed upon the pension
roll and be entitled to receive a pen-
slon as follows: In case such per-
son has reached the age of sixty-two
vears, fifteen dollars per month;
|ﬂhl}'-ﬂ\'r\ vears, twenty dollars per
month; seventy years, twenty-five dol-
lara per month; seventy-five yvears or
over, thirty-six dollars per month;
and such penslon shall commence
from the date of the filing of the
application in the Bureau of Pen-
slons after the passage and approval
of this Act: Provided, That pen-
sloners who are sixty-two years ol age
or over, and who are now recoiving
pensiona under existing laws, or
whose claims are pending in the Bu-
reau of Pensions, in such form as he
may prescribe, receive the benefits of
this Act; and nothing hereln con-
tuined shall prevent any pensioner or
person entitled to a pension from
prosecuting hix-claim and recelving
a peasion under any other muneral or
specinl Act: Provided further, That
no person shall receive a pension

riod that he is receiving a pension un-
der the provislons of this Act: And
provided further, That no person who
is now recelving or shall hereafter
receive a greater pension under any
